U. S. Pilots Leap in Red Zone 


FRANKFURT, Germany—(AP)—Two American Air 
Lift pilots were reported to have bailed out over the Rus-: 
sian zone this morning. 

Air Force headquarters said the two-man crew of a C-47 
en route from Wiesbadén to Berlin with a full cargo of 
food bailed out when their engines failed. 

A radio message from the pilot was received at 4:20 a. m. 


Fire Engulfing California Town 

OJAI, Cal—(?)—A forest fire swept into this valley town of 
3,500 inhabitants last night. Firefighters despaired of saving any- 
thing more than the main business section of about two blocks. 

Fanned by a high wind that was still rising, flames were burn- 
ing homes within two blocks of the business district. 

Firefighters said anything in timbered sections of the Ojai valley 
was doomed. The threatened area includes about 20 homes. 

Women and children were being evacuated from Ojai and’ 
Meiner’s Oaks, an adjoining settlement, as buses sent by the Ven- 
tura Transit Lines arrived to speed their removal. 

Sheriff's officers and police of Ventura County were co-operating 
in the evacuation. 

The fire, which has blackened more than 6,000 acres of chaparral 
and scrub oak in Los Padres National Forest, was sweeping out of. 
control along an eight-mile front,

asked the General Assembly to warn Albania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia that their aid to the Greek guerrillas of Markos Vafiades 
endangers peace in the Balkans. 

In a 23-page supplementary report, the UN Commission said 
the three northern neighbors of Greece had continued large-scale 
aid to the Communist guerrillas with the knowledge of their gov- 
ernments. 

“The conduct of these governments has been inconsistent with

Recently, Public Opinion Surveyor 
Elmo Roper announced that Gov. Dewey, 
of New York, was so far out in front in 
the campaign for the presidency he saw 
no reason to take any more polls. 


That would seem to be an accurate 
report. 

Nowhere is there any enthusiasm for 
Harry S. Truman. Even those who sup- 
port him do so largely because they have 
less enthusiasm for Tom Dewey. 


Dewey will carry enough States out- 
side the South to make what the South 
does merely an emphasis of his victory. 
At least 45 electoral votes in the 11 South- 
ern States are already lost to the Presi- 
dent. Most of these will go to the Dixie- 
crats. There may be others, Georgia’s, for 
example, which will go for another Demo- 
crat. 

Some Southern States, and Georgia is 
expected to consider this, will wait to see 
what happens in the election. The elec- 
toral votes are not cast until well after 
the November election. A decision as to 


what to do can be made after the election 
if any wish to wait. Some Southern 
States, realizing that Truman is to be 
gone after this year, may decide to cast 
their votes with the party in order to be 
“regular” for the future. Virginia has 
done this. 

At any rate, the wise States will wait 
and see what is needed. If their votes 
could elect Truman they would then be 
able to defeat him or throw the election 
into the House of Representatives. If he 
is soundly defeated, as indicated, by 
voters outside the South, they can then 
determine whether or not they wish to 
remain “regular.” 

There is the very real possibility that 
the Republicans may crack the Southern 
States as widely, or even wider, than 
they did in 1928 with Herbert Hoover. 
Hoover carried Florida, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Tennessee and Texas. 

Dewey is given an excellent chance 
today in Florida, Virginia, North Carolina, 
and there is a growing chance for him in 
Texas and Tennessee.

The chuck-will’s-widow is the largest of the 
three birds, ranging up to 13 inches in length. 
It occurs only in the Southeastern United States 
and winters from lower Florida southward. It 
is very common in the coastal areas of Georgia 
and South Carolina in Summer, whereas the 
whippoorwill is not even on record as occurring 
there. Its call is easily distinguishable, as it has 
2 much slower cadence than that of the whip- 


poorwill.

were leaving. More and more old farms were worked by tenants, and the ride from Commerce, in 
Jackson, out to the Davis Academy community in Banks County, where my grandparents lived, was 


@ sad one. 

Now all that is changed. Some of the young- 
er folks who didn’t leave the Hebron, Salem, 
Arp, Mt. Bethel and Red Oak communities have 
started a thing that, if kept up. will make that 
country blossom again like the fine land it used 
to be. They just got together and sat down and 
figured out what had to be done and set about 
to do it. The list they made was long. It in- 
cluded everything. 


They started in first on things that were 
community-owned. They paved the school- 
house parking yard (all the little communi- 
ties mamed above send their children to 
Davis Academy) and they fixed the heating 
system and landscaped the grounds. They 
put up some playground equipment and en- 
larged the library. : 


They knew that to tie in all the resources of 
the community they would have to organize, so 
they formed a PTA and started a drive to in- 
crease the membership in the 4-H clubs and the 
FFA and the Home Demonstration Clubs. 

The men got together and figured out what 
the land needed, and how to handle it to pro- 
duce more. They pledged themselves to use 
more lime, build more terraces, use more phos- 
phate, set more acres in little pines, build more 


pastures, plant more crimson clover, lespedeza 
hay, more oats and more wheat. They pledged 
themselves to plant bigger home gardens, raise 
more fruits, more dairy cattle of purebred 
strains, more beef cattle raised from purebred 
bulls, more pigs and‘ more hens. 

They talked, along with their wives, about 
the preservation of foods, and the producing of 
more milk, meat and eggs for family use. 


They started in to make their commu- 
nity look better. They painted their houses, 
patched roofs and sagging porches, repaired 
broken-down well boxes and outbuildings, 
painted their mail boxes and set them on 
new painted posts. They got after the REA 
to bring in power, and they put in all the 
labor-saving devices that they could. They 
painted and repaired the old churches, and 
cleaned off the graveyards and planted them 
with shrubs. 


They have changed their community from 
one of the shabbiest in the State to one of the 
prettiest and most prosperous-looking.

now is teetering. 

Their general idea is that so long as the cost 
of pitchforks, tractors (which went up another 
mine percent the other day), and other things 
farmers must buy continues to rise, city people 
have no right to expect lower grocery bills. 


I can sympathize, or at least a little. But 
before my correspondents catch up with me 
and apply their sharp weapons, I hasten to 
give them some of the facts of economic life 
this bumper harvest season. Each passing 
day brings a new harbinger of bad news 
for farmers with eatables to sell.. And wear- 


ables, too. 


The whole thing hinges, ladies and gentle- 
men, on a little announcement by the Agricul- 
ture Department that for the first time since 
the war the world supply of grain is in bal- 
ance. This means simply that at long last there 
is enough for everybody everywhere to eat. 

Wheat consequently has skidded a dollar a 
bushel] in price and, while theoretically the Gov- 
ernment will support it at $2 a bushel, the fel- 
low who grows it must keep it dry. If he has 
mo storage space, Uncle Sam wants no part of 
his grain, and he’s got to sell it for what it’ll 
bring. Already he’s beginning to do exactly that. 

That's the kingpin of the situation. The last 
few sacks of feed (guaranteed to contain 18 per- 
cent protein) I bought for Clarabelle, my cow, 
were drastically lower in cost. The price of hay 
was down in sympathy and you know what this 
means, : an eventual drop in the cost 
of milk. 


Butter’s been dropping a penny or two a 
pound nearly every day for a week. Cheese 
has gone down, too. Milk can’t help but 
get on the list, and all the letters the milk- 
men may care to write the editor about this 
pessimist, Othman, can’t change the facts. 


Cotton’s in the same spot as wheat. Demand 
is falling off, a mear-record crop is being baled, 
cotton mills are working on short shifts, and 
New York’s Worth Street—center of the cotton 
goods business—is quieter almost than in mem- 
ory of the oldest man. This boils down to the 
fact that shirtmakers are waiting for lower prices 
on broadcloth and percale. I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised to see the cost of union suits take a nose 
dive almost any day now, 

Meat’s still scare, but by Spring it'll be a 
good deal less so. The price of hides has begun 
to drop, shoe factories are going slow like the 
cotton mills, and the cost of medium-grade ox- 
fords can’t stay much longer at $19.95 retail. I 
nad to buy a pair of 'em at that price a couple 
of days ago; it was that, or go barefoot. 


The shoe store man was in the dumps. 
Said he has to go to Chicago next week 
to buy his next Spring’s stock. If he pays 
current prices, he fears he'll be stuck with a 
serious loss. If he doesn't, he’ll probably get 
no shoes. Either way, he loses. 


I can add only in all humility that I’m glad 
I’m not a farmer this Autumn, or a storekeeper, 
cither. I’m afraid I’d be losing most of my sleep.

The Record of a New Jersey Publisher 


NEW YORK—The relationship between Ben Pross, the underworld liquor union racketeer, and 
Max L. Simon, a crooked publisher operating around Passaic, N. J., is a fine example of collusion 


criminals flaunting the banner of “labor” and labels of the AFL. 


It is not unusually sordid 


but merely typical of the morals and practices of underworld unionism under government protec- 


tion. .- 
Pross controls absolutely several unions in 
the liquor trade in New York and New Jersey. 
In addition, however, as executive manager of 
the New York Food and Beverage Council, he 
generally controls the conduct of 22 local New 
York unions of the AFL, claiming 75,000 mem- 
bers. The members are captives with no prac- 
tical t to withdraw from membership, de- 
mand constitutional rights or criticize. In 
Pross’ key union, Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers’ Local No. 1, an American citizen would 
be guilty of disruptive impudence in demanding 
permission to read the Constitution. 


Simon began as a city-side cub reporter and 
if he had not been a crook by nature he might 
have been a valuable citizen. He had ability, 
energy and intelligence. Advertisers and poli- 
ticians fear his scandals and when he got three 
years in prison for hiring two professional ar- 
sonists to burn out his Elizabeth Daily Times in 
1931, he served less than 10 months, meanwhile 
doing his editorial work from an office in 
prison. In view of the facts his release was out- 
rageously premature. On top of that, he was 
restored to citizenship. 


In March, 1942, Simon swore he had 10 
papers. Like the number and identity of 
the unions controlled by Pross, the number 
and names of Simon’s papers fluctuate.

Rizzutto threatened to shoot Simon for fail- 
ure to pay him and Chirichello for preparing and 
starting the fire. He then disappeared. He was 
murdered near. Patterson, N. Y. 

Simon, Stefano Spinello and Rosario Arcuro ' 
were indicted by the Putnam County Grand Jury 
on Nov. 4, 1933, on a charge of first degree 
murder. 

The murder indictment alleged that Si- 
mon induced Spinello and Arcuro to kill 
Rizzutto. The theory of the State of New 
York was that Simon wanted to silence a 
witness who might corroborate Chirichello ; 
and who apparently would kill him, Simon, 
for failure to pay him. 


Spinello went to trial but changed his plea | 


to guilty of manslaughter, first degree, and got 
from seven to 20 years, on April 19, 1934. He 


is believed to have been deported to Italy when | 


he left Great Meadow prison. 

Arcuro could not be found for trial but was 
found murdered in the Bronx on Aug. 20, 1934. 
The murder indictment against Simon finally 
was dismissed on the motion of John P. Dono- 
hoe, the District Attorney. Among other things 
Mr. Donohoe had intended to prove that a green 


automobile with six wire wheels and a New | 


Jersey license had been seen near the shack 
where Rizzutto was murdered at about that time. 
A New Jersey detective on the arson case told 
Mr. Donohoe that Simon’s own automobile was 
green with six wire wheels. No motive was 
established for Spinello’s crime.

Q.—What arrangements did Simon make towering cities as the tropical ter-| President in Louisiana you have to 


about paying you? 


A.—He promised us 10 percent of the 
insurance and he paid me $300 as an ad- 
vance payment. This was to buy materials 
to set the place on fire. I bought 100 gal- 
lons of liquid celluloid and 200 gallons of 
turpentine. After all this stuff was got to- 
gether we put it in six barrels and moved 
it in my Chervolet truck to the plant in 
Elizabeth. Rizzutto was with me. We 
moved the stuff into the plant in the morn- 
ing and set the fire the same afternoon, 
Oct. 17, 1931. Rizzutto and myself got tin 
pails and dipped them in the barrels and 
threw the stuff over the first and second 
floors, When we couldn’t dip any more, we 
rolled the barrels over the floor. We spread 
about 30 yards of gauze bandage around 
and on one end of that we tied a sulphur 
stick. These sticks are usually used for 
p wine barrels. Then I went to one 
of the side walls where some of the BX cable 
was exposed. I opened the cable and 
scraped bare the two wires and stuck a nail 
between the wires and gave it one twist and 
then stuck the nail in the wall. I had pulled 
the main electric switch before doing this. 
I then threw the switch in and went up- 
stairs and lit the sulphur stick. Rizzutto 
and I left the building and walked to the 
street car for Newark. Before we left Eliz- 
abeth, we saw the fire and heard the fire 
engines. I saw Simon about a week after 
the fire at his office at 1 William St., Pas- 
saic (still his office. W. P.) and Simon said 
it could have been a better job. . 


Q.—What did Rizzutto do? : 


A.—He said if Simon didn’t pay he was 
going to shoot him.

CLEVELAND—(?/)—Don Black, Cleveland Indians’ pitcher 
of no-hit fame, was in critical condition last night after suffer- 
ing a hemorrhage apparently resulting from a neck twist in 
yesterday’s game with St. Louis. 

Physicians said the hemerrhage was near the brain and de- 
scribed it as a subarachnoid type. They said it resulted when 
an aneurysm, an unnatural growth between a vein and an artery, 
broke. 

Black apparently twisted his neck when he hit a foul in the 
second inning and fell at the plate in pain. He was helped from 
the field and later lost consciousness. He was still unconscious 
last night but physicians said he had a good chance to recover. 

Dr. Edward Castle, team physician, said no surgery was 
contemplated. Earlier, a spinal puncture was performed to aid 
in the diagnosis. 

Black came with the Indians in 1946, but won only one game 
and was sent to Milwaukee. He returned to Cleveland the fol- 
lowing year and disclosed that he had joined Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. On July 10 of that year, he pitched his no-hitter here 
against the Philadelphia Athletics. 

He won 10 zames and lost 12 in 1947, but had only a 2-2 
record for this year. He had been bothered by injuries and 
had played in only 17 games. 

For the two innings he pitched in yesterday's game, he had 
allowed only two hits.

1144 cups soft bread crumbs 

1 tablespoon grated onion 

1 tablespoon catsup ‘ 

2 egg yolks 

2 beaten egg whites 

Wash the eggplant, cut length- 
wise into halves and scrape out 
the centers, leaving one-half inch 
shells. Cook the pulp in a small 
amount of water until tender. 
Then mash and drain. Next 
melt the drippings and blend in 
the flour. Add the milk grad- 
ually and cook, stirring until 
thickened. Now add the mashed 
eggplant, the grated cheese, 
bread crumbs, onion, catsup and 
egg yolks. Season, and fold in 
the beaten egg whites. 


Fill the eggplant shells with 
the stuffing and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
one and a quarter hours. When 
finished, place the filled shells 
on a hot platter surrounded with 
cooked onions and broiled to- 
mato halves.

Mr. Truman did not mention. 
the House un-American Activities | 
Committee or another committee, 
in the Senate inquiring into loy- 
alty of government personnel by 
name in his speech, but he left no 
doubt as to whom he had in mind. 

Addressing the opening session 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science in 
Constitution Hall, the President 
said scientists ‘‘want to work in an 
atmosphere free from suspicion, 
personal insult or politically mo- 
tivated attacks.” 

He added: “All Americans have, 
a solémn obligation to avoid those 
methods and procedures which 
are impeding scientific research 
—whether adopted mistakenly 
with good intent, ‘or advocated in 
the name of security by men with 
other axes to grind and red her- 
rings to drag around.” 

Mr. Truman has twice at news 
conferences described Communist 
spy inquiries by the House Com- 
mittee and a special Senate Com- 
mittee headed by Sen. Ferguson, 
Republican, Michigan, as a “red 
herring” to divert attention from 
the need for action on high prices. 

Members of the Association and 
visitors — Constitution Hall offi- 
cials estimated the crowd around 
2,000—applauded the President at 
his introduction and at the conclu- 
sion of his address. 

Mr. Truman gave his support to 
the advocacy of a program devot- 
ing at least $2,000,000,000 yearly 
to. scientific research and develop- 
ments. 

The President said at one point: 

“There are some politicians— 
and I could name them—who are 
under the impression that scien- 
tific knowledge belongs only to 
them, -They seer to feel that it 
is dangerous to let scientists know 
anything about scientific develop:
